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A Man Who Can “Wag His Left Ear.” 


About a dozen of well-known mem- 
bers of the Rhode Island medical so- 
ciety, met Friday at the office ef Drs. 
Hutchinson & Browning, on Mathew- 
son street to witness a private exbi- 
bition of a remarkable nature Chas. 
H. Warren, of New York. This man 
met with an accident in his youth 
that caused a dislocation of the hip, 
and what was quite remarkable suc- 
ceeded himself in reducing the dis- 
location. This power, it seems, led 
him to tests of muscular strength and 
exertion that finally developed him 
inte a man of extraordinary power, 
which gives bim perfect control of all 
the muscels of the body, individually 
and sectionally. Buta few days ago 
he appeared before Dr. Bigelow of 
Harvard college and astonished the 
doctor by a wonderful display of mus- 
cular movements. The exhibition 
Friday was of a similar nature, and 
produced no less surprise among the 
medical savants who assembled to 
see him. He dislocated almost any 
part of the body at will, and 
then resumed his natural con- 
dition in the perfect embodi- 
moot of physical development. 
He first showed a dislocation of the 
hip joint of two and a half inches, 
and just as quickly breught it back 
to its normal condition. Displace- 
ments of the wrists and the shoulders, 
by which he succeeded in lengthen- 
ing his arms an inch or more, were 
next showu, following them with a 
dislocation of the jaw in a dowoward 
and forward movement. The differ- 
ence in the expansion of the chest 
from its natural state was seven inches. 
He showed a dislocation of the knee 
joint, and twisted his limbs about in 
almost every conceivable condition, 
actaally bringing beth feet together, 
bottom to bottom. But perhaps the 
most singular performance of all was 
that done with his aural appendaze. 
The expression, Can you wag your 
left ear?” has oiten been heard, though 
hardly ever realized, but here wasa 
man who gave an actual illustration 
of it in its literal meaning. The dec- 
tors were amused as well as aston- 
ished. Altogether it was a most re- 
markable exhibitions, given perfectly 
free from all deception, before men of 
acknowledged medical learning who 
found their subject one of interesting 
study. Mr. Warren is in excellent 
health, and is a man, as might natur- 
ally be inferred, of remarkable physi- 
cal power and endurance. 
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Wanton Destruction of Fish. 


(Silver State.) 


We are informed that fish are be- 
ing wantonly destroyed at Summit 
lake near old Camp McGarry. The 
lake is well — with trout, which 
in the spring run up the streams 
which empty inte it te spawn. Per- 
sons from all parts of the country 
gather there at this season of the year, 
and, by diverting the streams from 
their natural channels, get whole 
wagon leads of fish, and leave thou- 
sands of them to perish in the dry 
beds of the creeks. The fish are of 
the salmon trout species, similar to 
those in the Truckee, and grow to 4 
large size. Thousands of them per- 
ish anoually in consequence of the di- 
version of the waters in which they 
spawn, and ranchers in the vicinity 
think the authorities ought to endea- 
vor to prevent this wholesaleslaughter 
of them before they are all killed off. 
Fvery season ple from Surprise 
valley visit the lake on fishing excur- 
sions and catch barrels of fish, which 
they salt and dry, and leave thousands 
of them to perish in the beds of the 
the streams frem which they divert 
the water.

SOME NOTES oN CULTURE. 


A metropolitan journal like the Ga- 
zETTE is ebliged to pay attention to 
pelitics‘and the news. The Gazerre 
circulates because it is a a good news- 
paper. Its business is to chronicle 
small beer and discuss political topics. 
People will have what is ealled the 
news.” Bat if the Gazerre were not 
a business enterprise, if published 
and distributed solely from benevo- 
lent considerations, its contents would 

be different. We would not attend to 
what the wild demagogues were say- 
ing, would not care whether this or 
that politiciaa got into office, would 
leave politics and business to go their 
own ways. 

We would try te draw men away 
from unprofitable and vexatious parti- 
2m politics and the unending pursuit 
of the mighty dollar.

The Carson Appeal had recently a 
thoughtful article on culture. The 
Appea! makes a plea for aesthetic cul- 
tivation in Nevada. We do not en- 
tirely agree with the conclusions of 
that article, but it was an effort in the 
right direction. Culture is a very 
comprehensive word. The kind of 
culture that we would encourage 
would be that which the better fits 
men for the actual work of life and at 
the same time enables them the more 
to enjoy it. Children are now taught 
many branches of knowledge at school. 
Their memories are very often loaded 
with a great deal of rubbish that they 
often figd it bard to forget. But they 
are seldom taught to use their eyes. 
The faculty ef observation is the one 
that most needs cultivation and is the 
one mast commonly neglected. Mem- 
ory is made to take the place of it. 
Agassiz s method of teaching the phy- 
siology of the oyster was to give-eath 

_ student an oyster to examine and de- 
scribe. That system of instruction 
which calls for the exercise of observa- 
tion is trae education“ What our 
youth most need is the cultivation of 
this faculty of observation. _ To see 
for themselves, te investigate, to draw 
their conclusions direct from evidence, 

are the o characteristics of the men who. 
add 
the man with trained powers of ebger- 
vation is never at a loss for recreation. 
Pat him’ in a wilderness. and he will 
find recfesfion abhd instruction in 
watching an ant-hill.
